Arrested Recently 


WAS NEAR LYNCHING 


Attacked Wife o f Ambo y 
Railro ad Man In Wo o ds 
N e a r Ambo y 


A colored soldier, who gav e the 
name of Jackson, but who is said to 
be the same man arrested a week ago 
in Amboy fur drunkenness and sent 
to Camp Grant by the Lee County 
Local Board, appeared 
in 
Amboy 
again thi smorning and is now’ in 
the Lee County jail on the charge 
of raping a white woman at Amboy 
this morning. 
He narrowly escap­ 
ed lynching in Amboy and that city 
is seething 
with excitement 
and 
rage ov er the affair. 
The w om an whom the negro sol­ 
dier assaulted and 
attacked 
this 
morning is Mrs. Verna Gillespie, 22 
years old, wife of Robert Gillespie, 
a brakeman on the Illinois Central, 
whose home is in Amboy. 
Gillespie 
is out on his run and will be back 
tonight. 
The negro was brought to Dixon 
this afternoon 
by the sheriff and 
State’s Attorney Edwards is now in 
Amboy seeking to ascertain the facts 
in the case. 
Mrs. Gillespie's Sto ry . 1» 
Mrs. Gillespie told a 
T k l e q r a p h 
reporter this afternoon th at she went 
out this morning at 8 o’clock to the 
pasture back 
of the 
Edwards ice 
house to pick berries. 
¡She heard tiie 
approach of someone from behind, 
and upon turning found the negro 
soldier, in uniform, closp beside her. 
He asked her whose pasture it was. 
She picked up her two pails and 
mov ed on, going northwesterly to a 
rav ine, and when she reached there 
she found that the negro had circled 
around and confronted her. 
He 
said: 
“ I hav e lost a watch 
here. 
Hav e you found it?” 
And then he 
grabbed her and threw her to the 
ground. She said he kept her screams 
from being 
heard 
by 
holding 
his 
hand ov er her mouth. 
When the negro 
released 
her, 
Mrs. Gillespie ran to the John H ar­ 
ris home and told them of the out­ 
rage. 
Mr. Harris took his shotgun, 
and calling John McKinnon of t lie 
creamery, started out to look for the 
brute. 
A large posse joined in the man 
h u nt and at 1 1 o clock this morning 
they discov ered 
him 
hiding 
in 
a 
small woods on the 
Fred 
Dewey 
farm, 3 miles south of Amboy. 
H ar­ 
ris hit the negro ov er the head and 
knocked him down when lie showed 
light. 
The crowd was in the mood 
for a lynching then, and only lacked 
a leader. 
He was taken to Amboy 
tlid the sheriff was notified. 
Mrs. Gillespie has a son, by a for­ 
mer marriage. 
The negro will probably be turned 
ov er to the military authorities for 
trial, an drecent sentences passed on 
soldiers for crimes of this charcac- 
c v would indicate that it will go 
v ery hard with the prisoner if the 
charges against him are prov en. Such 
a crime is punishable by death in 
the army.

SECTOR OF MARNE LINE 


Tw o V illages Given Up By Americans In F ace Of 
Furious Onslaught of Enemy This Morning 
— 
Yankee Troops Now Holding F irmly, How ­ 
ever—Germans Counter Attack All 
Around Salient—How Yankees Ruin­ 
ed Crack German Regiment 


BULLETIN. 
By Associated Press Leased Wire 


London, July 30.—The Germans hav e been counter at­ 
tacking v ery heav ily along v irtually the entire battle 
front, according to news reaching London at noon. In an 
especially heav y attack they drov e the Americans out of 
the v illage of Cierges, about 5 1-2 miles southeast of Fere 
en Tardenois. 


The counter attacks are especially heav y in the Amer­ 
ican sector. Another thrust forced the French back from 
Beugneux, near Grand Rozoy, northwest of Fere en Tard­ 
enois, hut this town was recaptured. 


Some of the adv ices hav e been to the effect that the 
allies hav e gained in the Ardre v alley, along the east side 
of the front, toward the v illage of Aubilly. 
A certain 
amount of ground wa salso gained in the center. 
The main adv ance was on the west side of the front 
near Grand Rozoy, 5 miles northwest of Fere en Tarde­ 
nois. 
The French here progressed northward onto the 
crest of the plateau between the Vesle and the Ourcq. 
There has been heav y fighting at Buzancy, 5 miles south of 
Soissons and also at I Messier woods, about 5 miles further 
south. 
In this locality 45 prisoners from three of the div isions 
of the enemy now engaged in the Marne salient, were tak­ 
en. There are 71 such div isions, 10 of them being from 
the army of Grown Prince Rupprecht of Bav aria, whose 
army is further north. 
The enemy withdrawal is reported as still orderly and 
military experts in London discount any chance of round­ 
ing up many Germans in this salient.

The Germans hav e thrown nearly a million men into 
the gigantic battle on the line between Soissons 
and 
Rheims and hav e been v igorously counter attacking a | 
around the circular line stretching from Soissons to the 
neighborhood of Rheims. Ev en this formidable force ap­ 
pears to hav e made not more than a dent or two in the 
allied front, while progress for the allies is reported at 
different points. 
Regarding the strength of the German forces, unoffi­ 
cial adv ices state that there are 71 Teuton div isions en­ 
gaged, each of which has a strength of 13,500 men on a 
normal footing, so if all the units resisting the allies north 
of the Marne hav e maintained their standard, 9 58,500 
men are trying to hold the line until the situation is re­ 
liev ed. Of these div isions, ten hav e been draw from the 
army of Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bav aria to the north. 
The German CrowTn Prince had in the neighborhood of 
500,000 men between Rheims and Chateau Thierry when 
the German attack began July 15. 
The increase in the 
number engaged appears to indicate that since that time 
the Crown Prince has drawn heav ily from other army 
groups. It also seems that this activ ity reflects the im­ 
portance of this battle in the eyes of the German high 
command.

Brest 
Litovsk 
p eace 
Schleuning 
returned 
from

in Siberia 
and

lion German settlers sp read over dif­ 
ferent regions of Russia. 
According to his statem ent the col- 
mists were incorp orated in the R us­ 
sian army , first sent to the 
Russo- 
» erman front and then 
some Three 
hundred thousand were transferred 
•o the Caucasus. There they under- 
vent terrible 
sufferings, thousands 
died, those stay ing at home had all 
heir p rop erty confiscated, were 
re­ 
duced to beggary and th*' Bolshevik! 
omp leted their ruin. 
Wolga colonists now ask to he as­ 
sisted hack to Germany or p ermitted 
o settle in the Baltic* p rovinces, and 
failing in this they 
Intend to » 'mi­ 
grate to America, declares Schleun­ 
ing. who thus p laces before the Ger­
